BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, Jan. 
4—The withdrawal of United States 
and British troops from the Free 
Territory of Trieste, turning over

Defense Asks for Shift 


Army Wite

TOKYO, Jan. 5—(#i—Dorothy Krueger Smith, daugh- 


ter of a famed American general, tearfully went on trial be- 


fore an Army court-martial 
stabbing her officer husband 
October. 

Her defense immediately chal- 
lenged the right of the court-mar- 
tial to try her and contended 
jurisdiction rested with Japanesé, 
courts. The court-martial board 
did not rule immediately on the 
defense challenge. 


Mrs. Smith, mother of two chil-| 
dren and daughter of retired VU. S. 
Gen. Walter Krueger, frequently 
broke ®ut in tears during the pro- 
ceedings. 

Mrs. Smith is charged with pre- 
meditated murder of her husband, 
Col. Aubrey. D. Smith, then head 
of plans and operations for the 
logistics section of the Far East 
Command. He was stabbed fatally 
shortly before midnight in their 
home here Oct. 3 


WOMAN EXCUSED 


One of two officers of the Wom- 
en’s Army Corps, Maj. Olive E. 
Mills of Bethlehem, Pa., was ex- 
cused from the original 1l-mem- 
ber court-martial board when she 
said she was opposed to the death 
penalty for a woman. 

The board still includes WAC -Lt. 
Col. Lillian Harris of Baltimore, 
Maryland. 

The board was cut to nine mem- 
bers when Brig. Gen. G. K. Heiss 
of Arlington Village, Arlington, Vt., 
was challenged by the defense and 
was excused. No reason was given 
for the challenge. 

Mrs. Smith sobbed audibly when 
the prosecuting attorney, Lt. Col. 
Willie H. H. Jones of Augusta, Ga., 
read the Army identification issued 
to her early last year. 

When Jones read “. . . In case 
of emergency notify Col. Aubrey 
D. Smith. ....”, she said, “Oh,” 
and her shoulders shook. 

ARMY DEPENDENT 

Mrs. Smith’s attorney, Lt. Col. 
Howard S. Levie of New York 
City, contended that before the 
death of her husband Mrs. Smith 
was a dependent of the Army and 
subject to court-maftial, but that 
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stabbed, and that she was 
Monger in the jurisdiction of the

Col. Jones, the prosecutor, con- 
tended that a person still is liable 
for crimes committed as an Army 
dependent even after .they no 
longer have dependent status. 


38-MONTH TREATMENT 


The Army refused to disclose in 
advance whether the prosécution 
will ask for the extreme penalty— 
death. 


According to defense. counsel, 
Mrs. Smith was confined for’ men- 
tal treatment for about three 
months in 1951 and attempted sui- 
cide while en route to Japan 
aboard a troopship a year ago. 


Mrs. Smith is not expected to 
testify. 


Still unanswered, however, was 
the question of what to do with 
Senator Morse of Oregon, who 
bolted GOP ranks during the pres- 
idential campaign and now lists 
himself: as an independent. 


NARROW MARGIN 


Because of the narrow party 
margin in the Senate—48 Republi- 
cans, 47 Democrats and one inde- 
pendent—Morse still may hold bal- 
ance of power on two committees.

Thus if the Senate were divided 
48 to 48, with the vice-president de- 
ermining which is the majority, 
the prevailing party would have 
only 11 extra places. 

Because there are 15 standing 
committees, the majority would 
not have enough extra votes to 
elect 15 chairmen. 

‘Our plan would add four extra 
committee seats to handle this and 
also transfer two present seats to 
another committee,”’ Case said. 

Reported to favor the plan are 
Senator Taft (R-Ohio), new Senate 
majority leader, and Senator 
Bridges (R-NH), ranking Republi- 
can and president pro tempore. 

Democrats are expected to' go 
along because they share equally 
in the new seats and would benefit 
in the future if the Senate ever is 
split 48 to 48 with a .Democratic 
president and vice president.

Clean Its House 


The investigation of Senator Mc-— 


Carthy by the Senate elections subcom~ 
mittee leaves many questions unan- 
swered. Whether he is guilty of mal- 
practice or not, the record of his amaz- 
ing financial transactions leads to sus- 
picion and further loss of public coenfi- 
dence in their elected officials. That, 
in itself, is reason enough for remedial 
measures by the 83rd Congress. 

Disclosures of corruption in affairs 
of members of the Senate and House 
during the past several years have been 
sickening. Neither party has been 
exempt. Vice-President-elect Nixon’s 
extracurricular campaign fund has never 
been satisfactorily explained. There are 
many other examples. The situation 
calls for a Closer scrutiny of elections 
and of the men we elect. It calls for 
reforms in our election machinery and 
workable limits on expenditures. 

The fact that Senator Benton, prime 
mover in the McCarthy investigation, is 
himself under suspicion as a violator of 
the Corrupt Practices Act, is an indica- 
tion of the widespread laxity about such 
matters on the part of elected officials. 

We have said before and we reiterate 
that.Congress should clean its owh house 
before a wrathful public forces it to do 
go. In that connection, the proposed law 
that would require members of Con- 
gress to “publicly acknowledge” any 
funds given them “in connection with 
the responsibilities and duties of their 
offices” seems only fair to the public. 

Our elected representatives in leg- 
{slative halls should shave clean hands 
and should not be afraid of public in- 
spection of their affairs. 

Such a law should have teeth in it, 
too, to force compliance. It would dis- 
courage the crooks that prey upon the 
public in the guise of public service. 
The new Congress should take imme- 
diate steps to restore public confidence 
in its elected officials. The place to be- 
gin is in Congress itself. 


Crime of Rosenbergs 
Has Been Unequalled 


We are unable to understand the 

bleeding hearts campaign for Julius and 
Ethel Rosenberg, the atom spies whose 
betrayal of United States secrets prob- 
ably has been responsible already for 
the deaths of thousands of Americans in 
Korea. 
. Few crimes in all history have more 
adversely affected the course of human 
events. The entire free world was en- 
dangered by their treachery, the effect 
of which is still to run its course. Every 
living American and those still to be 
born will continue to pay the penalty 
for an action that brought a few paltry 
dollars into the pockets of the Rosen- 
bergs. 

More than 50,000 citizens are report- 
ed to have petitioned the government to 
commute their death sentences. We 
realize, of course, that there are some 


who are opposed to capital punishment.

We will argue, however, that the 
Rosenbergs’ treachery is unequalled in 
American or world history and that 
their punishment should fit the crime to 
the full extent that the law allows. We 
eannot afford to be complacent or for- 
giving of those whose treachery would 
destroy us.

Lovett Says Defense 
Need Not Be Wasteful 


Although intended as a year-end re- 
port to President Truman, the criticism 
of the National Security Act by outgo- 
ing Defense Secretary Robert A. Lovett 
should not be dismissed lightly by the 
incoming administration. In fact, the 
new Defense Secretary and General Ei- 
senhower might profit considerably by 
what Mr. Lovett has learned. 

Secretary Lovett is an able adminis- 

trator. He has been associated closely 
with tHe efforts to streamline the costly 
bureaucracy that the Pentagon has be- 
come and with attempts to cut out dupli- 
cation and needless waste within the 
services, 

That there is duplication and waste 
there can be little doubt. Sen. Paul 
Douglas and other students of the armed 
services have fought constantly for pub- 
lic recognition of the fact that this need 
not be, at least in the extremes of today. 
¥t is imperative from the standpoint of 
the national economy in the long-range 
pull that unnecessary waste and dupli- 
cation, much of it engendered by compe- 
tition for funds and bigness by each of 
the services, be eliminated. 

Senator Douglas maintains, and this 
#s affirmed by Secretary Lovett’s report, 
that millions of dollars can be saved

annually without endangering the de- 
fense program nor lessening its effi- 
ciency. Excessive procurement of sup- 
plies that are never used, the useless 
jobs, the topheavy bureaus, and the 
wasted manpower are problems that can 
be solved. : 

We need an armed force setup that 
can insure the nation’s security. How- 
ever, if we must continue to bear the 
heavy burden through the years that 
an adequate program entails, it makes 


» sense to make every effort to achieve 
- * economy through efficiency and elimina- 


tion of the wasteful practices that sap 
the nation’s economic ‘strength and yet 
do not provide the military security the 
vast expenditure should. assure. 

By all means, the new administra- 
tion should study Mr. Lovett’s. report 
coming as it does from the man who has 
observed the weaknesses in action. Al- 
though we have come a long way, as 
the outgoing secretary pointed out, it is 
time to take stock and overhaul the ma- 
chinery that was put together in haste 
without the background of knowledge 
that we now have. :

During the entire period there are 
records at Tuskegee of 896 lynchings in 
the nation. During the decade from 1913 
to 1922, 592 of these occurred. Since 
that time they have declined steadily. 
In the decade 1943-1952 only 21 were 
recorded and in 1952 there were none. 

Although acts of mob violence and 
terrorism have not ended, actual mur- 
ders are becoming a thing of the past. 
Most people give credit to education 
and the ceaseless fight by leaders of 
the church, press, and men in public 
life against wanton disregard of the 
forces of law and order set up for pro- 
tection of all citizens. 


No problems were settled by lynch- 
ings. No social questions or issues of 
prejudice ever will be settled by mob 
violence. The answer lies in an en- 
lightened citizenry willing to approach 
problems with intelligence and under- 
standing and in accordance with the 
laws of the land.

On foreign policy, because of tradi- 
tions deeply rooted, they likewise espouse a 
course of international co-operation that ac- 
cords with the President-elect’s general. ap- 
proach, though it differs from that of some 
Republicans in Congress. 

There is one exception in the broad range 
of issues which the new President must 
handle. There the Southerners are mav- 
ericks, both as respects members of their 
party from other sections and most Repub- 
licans. On this issue all Southerners in Con- 
gress, irrespective of their views on other 
matters, are united. And in that union they 
reflect. a majority of their Southern con- 
stituents, including that great multitude that 
voted for General Eisenhower, many of the 
latter still in high dudgeon against Presi- 
dent Truman.

Judge Learned Hand, recently retired 
from the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals after 42 years, said, ‘“‘Risk for risk, 
for myself I had rather take my chance that 
some traitors will escape detection than 
spread abroad a spirit of general suspicion 
and distrust, which accepts rumor and gos- 
stp in place of undismayed and unintimidated 
inquiry. 

“T believe that that community is already 
in the process of dissolution where each man 
begins to eye his neighbor as a_ possible 
enemy, where nonconformity with the ac- 
cepted creed, political as well as religious, 
is a mark of disaffection, where denuncia- 
tion without specification or backing takes 
the place of evidence.”’

We have many more historical 
records and much more knowledge about 
the ancient Hebraic language now than the 
King James Version compilers did in 1611, 
and though it may be inconvenient, it seems 
to be fact that the 1611 translators made 
a mistake. 


To insist upon its (the Virgin Birth) ac- 
ceptance biologically or literally and to say 
there could be no Christianity without it is 
just as absurd as to say that unless we can 
state what happens between the genes and 
chromosomes in the conception of an ordi- 
nary human being, there could be no physi- 
cal birth,

Lies With the New Administration 


WASHINGTON—The old year has passed 
on in a flaming peak of national prosperity 
whose fires burn with an intensity that 
lights the way for a eontinued indefinite 
period of economic stability in the months 
that lie ahead. Secretary of Commerce 
Charles Sawyer and other leaders in the 
field of government and industry see no 
reason why our present high level of pros- 
perity cannot be indef- 
initely sustained. 

Official predictions 
made at the close of the 


. year just ended are, in 


fact, that 1953 will be an- 

other equally good busi- 

ness year. Prospects for 

1954 are called ‘‘more un- 

certain,”’ with “‘a down- 

turn . . . a real possibil- 

ity,” but the case for it es 
seems not greatly strong- Lion 

er than that which can usually be made 
this far in advance of any date.’’ This ac- 
cording to an optimistic examination made 
by the Department of: Commerce of the 
prospects for continued prosperity when de- 
fense speriding begins to taper off. 

It is not until 1955 that any serious test 
of the strength of the national economy is 
seen. That will come about, according to 
the official estimates, through a “projected 
decline in defense spending.” 

But the test may come earlier than that, 
and the responsibility for its avoidance lies 
with the new set of officials who on Jan. 
20 will take over the: administration of 
government for the next four years. 


For prosperity can-be-a fragile and fleet- . 


ing: thing. Its foundations rest not alone 
on sound economic practices but on the con- 


fidence of the people. We learned that too 
well from the debacle of the 1929 economic 
crash, from which we were years in re- 
covering. Our business leaders labored 
under a delusion then that we had arrived 
at a permanent plane of high national pros- 
perity, only to see their illusions destroyed 
by a chain reaction that no one could an- 
ticipate. The people became frightened and 
a wave of retrenchment set in. 

And the people can become frightened 
again. There are evidences of such a psy- 
chology moving cautiously across the coun- 
try today. It stems fromthe attitude of 
many of the men who were associated with 
the candidacy of Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, 
the Republican President-elect. The basic 
issue of the campaign, from the Republican 
viewpoint, was a change from the liberal 
concepts of the past two Democratic ad- 
ministrations. 

Our economy, as it has developed over 
the past few years, is superimposed on a 
giant governmental budget approximating 
some $80,000,000,000, largely for rebuilding 
our defenses against the threats of Commu- 
nist aggression. If this huge prop is re- 
moved too hastily it can have a serious 
effect on the national economy. 

There are some who fear that the Eisen- 
hower Administration and the forces back of 
it in Congress will move too fast in this di- 
rection. To do so might be to invite disaster. 
For it matters not what the purchasing 
power and state of employment of the people 
are, if they become frightened they will re- 
trench and restrain their spending habits. 
And if people stop spending, they halt the 
wheels of industry, giving rise to Unemploy- 
ment and enforced retrenchment—the chain 
reaction all over again,

the home cannot or will not do. The church 
merely supplements the training of the home. 


And the Christian home is in a much 
more fortunate position to do this training. 
Religion in the home may become a seven- 
day experience, not a one-day experience. 
Parents by example will influence children 
far more than all the exhortations of a pas- 
tor or Sunday School teacher, 


The church must never leave the home. 
An acknowledgment of gratitude to: God in 
a brief grace before meals, an acknowl- 
edgment of dependence upon God in a brief 
prayer before sleep, an acknowledgment of 
the need of God through family Bible read- 
ing—all emphasize that for the Christian 
family the home is as sacred an institution 
as the church. Just as we sit reverently at 
the Lord’s Table in the church, so must be 
recognized the sacredness of the common 
meal in the home. For the Christian family 
there is something sacramental about all 
work and play. 

One of the most beautiful expressions of 
this is found in the motto- which in other 
days frequently was found on the walls of 
Christian homes: ‘Christ is the head of 
this house, the unseen guest at every meal, 
the silent listener to every conversation.”

$2.8 Million Dividends 
For Georgia War Vets

More than 65,000 Georgia World War II veterans will 
share in an estimated $2,800,000 in dividends payable on Na- 
tional Service Life Insurance policies in 1953. 


These veterans will receive an 
average of $43 on a policy, ac- 


trict director of insurance for the 
Veterans Administration in Atlanta. 
However, he stressed that each 
person would not necessarily re- 
ceive this amount but could re- 
ceive as low as two dollars or as 
high as $60. : 

Factors that figure in the divi- 
dends are the age of the policy| 
holder, the type of policy held, and 
the amount of insurance. All poli- 
cies on which three or more month- 
ly premiums have been paid par- 
ticipate in the dividend distribu-) 
tion. | 

Dividends are due and payable) 
on the anniversary date of the 
individual policy contracts. Should 
a veteran hold more than one 
policy, and it is possible to have 
as many as 10 different policies, 
then he is paid dividends on each 
account rather than a lump sum 
on one date.

1958 FIGURE HIGHER 

The 1953 figure will be slightly 
higher than the 1952 dividends. 
This is due to the return of Korea 
veterans who held policies under 
the NSLI and have resumed their 
monthly payments. 

Korea véterans are not eligible 
for this policy, says Krayenbuhl. 
They were given a free non-paying 
insurance that provided for a 
blanket $10,000 in event of death. 
They are eligible for a non-par- 
ticipating policy after discharge, 
however. This does not allow for 
dividend payment, he added. 


The National Service Life Insur- 
ance policy has several advan- 
tages for the veterans, Krayen- 
buh! points out.
